Something New In Korea 


Something unp recedented in the hustory of war- 
— or, more accurately, that asp ect'of warfare 
ving to do with the exchange of p risoners—is under 
^ay in Korea. The exchange of p risoners who were 
filling to be rep atriated is comp lete, excep t for those 
4tili unaccounted for by the Communists. Now the 
fltrijid for “exp lanations” to p risoners who have re- 
to return home is under w'ay. 
^ ever befoi-e have p risoners of war been so much 
•fi Mked whether they wanted to be rep atriated. It 
^ s always been assumed that they would want to 
return to their own countries. The as.sump tion was 
» etural and warranted, excep t in very sp ecial circum- 
;ftances. But ti» e Korean War was not like the wars 
^ a t justified ^ i s as.sump tion—because the Commu­ 
nists forced men to fight against their will and 
against their convictions. 
The.se men, whether they surrendered or deserted 
to UN forces, did not want to go back and the U. S. 
high command would not agree to coercion. So the 
armistice p rovided that both sides could try to p er­ 
suade men who once wore their uniforms to come 
home again. 
The exp lanation p rocess p romises to be a difficult 
one at best. It could be dangerous if the thousands 
of p risoners turned over to the Korean Rep atriation 
Commission by the UN should get out of hand. It Is 
easy to believe that Indian military authorities, whose 
troop s p olice the op eration, are nervous. Many of the 
p risoners are resentful men, and India is not regarded 
as anti-Communist. 
The letter p ut in the hands of the p risoners by the 
commission showed a p ro-Communlst slant. The atti­ 
tude it reflected was the op p osite of neutral The 
anti-Red p risoners had a right to be incensed. 
Nevertheless, the exp lanation p eriod has been 
agreed to and is now under way. 
Every American 
hop es that the 23 Americans, the sole Briton and the 
335 South Koreans who have refused rep atriation will 
be p ersuaded to change their minds, and th at the 
23,000 Chinese and North Koreans entrusted to the 
commission will not. 


Card Of Thanks 


It is natural that Americans should .sometimes be 
Irritated and bewildered by foreign criticism of the 
United States originating in countries which have 
been the beneficiaries of American aid. The United 
States does not, of course, exp ect to p urchase good 
will, but a kind word, now and then, from foreign 
friends could help to imp rove international under­ 
standing. 
The American taxp ayers would like to have tax 
reiief, too. They do not regard with equanimity the 
sp ectacle of taxes beng reduced in countries that are 
beneficiaries of American aid while rates in this 
country are higher than during World War II. 
There have been no kind words from London or 
Paris. In the former cap ital denunciation of U. S. 
foreign p olicy, etc., set^ms to be growing in Intensity. 
Hardly a word in criticism of Moscow is heard In the 
Briti.sh cap ital the.se days. 
But a kind word came from Dr. Khalifa Shuja-ud- 
Din, sp eaker oí the Punjab Legislative Assembly, on 
a visit to Washington. The gift of American wheat last 
summer, said Dr, Khalifa, help ed Pakistan through 
its food crisis, “Now we can direct our energies toward 
the future.” he said. 
That is the ultimate object of all American aid— 
to enable the free countries to face the future with 
resolute confidence. In their ability to take care of 
themselves—not in the p erp etuity of American aid— 
th at Is.

Research In Wheat 


In addition to an intensive .study of foreign 
m arkets for wheat, ap p roximately 8 00,000.000 bushels 
of which will be stored in the United States by next 
July, that cereal Is being p ut under the micrascop e by 
scientists with the aim of duscovering non-food uses. 
At a conference of the National Association of 
Wheat Growers in Peoria, 111., where there Is a labora­ 
tory just beginning to function, much was said about 
the p o.ssibilitles of new channels being op ened by 
w'heat research. Dr. Betty Sullivan of Minneap olis 
said “the most imp ortant advance of all will come 
from discoveries of p ure .science where the researcher 
Is concerned only with finding what may ap p ear to 
be remote facts or laws that can govern some p ha.se 
of biological or other p henomena ” 
Dr. Sullivan added th at there is an amazing lack 
of knowledge of the structure of the wheat kernel. 
Virtually nothing Is known about gluten, the constitu­ 
ent which m a ke s wheat unique, she said 
In war times gluten was used in the manufacture 
of alcohol. In this manner It might become the 
b asis 
of a wide range of industrial p roducts. High p rice of 
wheat seem.s to rule it out for Industrial p urp ases at 
the moment. 
When American p roduction outstrip s demand, 
scientific research frequently takes over. 
Many a 
p roblem ha.s been solved in that manner. Will wheat 
consump tion norizons be exp anded vastly in the near 
future in some such way? 


Meaningful Words 


While the honor.s accorded them came when both 
were p risoner- of the Communists, William Oatis and 
Frank Noel received them in p erson at a meeting in 
New York. Both had sp ent long, dreary months In 
Communist bondage, to emerge, through the strange 
workings of fate, with their integrity unsullied and 
devotion to their p rofession a m atter of p ride to the 
newsp ap er world. Both had received flattering offers 
to turn their talents to the p urp oses of communism. 
Both were on assignments for the Associated Pre.ss, 
Oatls in the cold war of Europ e, Noel in the hot war 
of Korea. Noel lived for months on carrot juice and 
rice mush, often in solitary confinement. 
Oatls 
languished in a dark dungeon, enduring every known 
trick and deviltry on the p art of the Communists In 
in attemp t to make him betray his country. Now free 
men, they join the list of national heroes, honored and 
resp ected. 
This would seem to be little reward for what they 
endured, looking at It from a p urely p hysical stand­ 
p oint. But no man can attain higher honor than to 
lain the love and resp ect of a great nation, which 
Oatls and Noel served in time of stre.ss, “for courage. 
Integrity and enterp rise above and beyond the call 
pt duty " Those are meaningful words, « eldora sp oken 
hi behalf of any man.

Something New In Korea 


Something unprecedented in the history of war­ 
tier & ,— or, more accurately, that suspect of warfare 


ta ving to do with the exchange of prisoners—is under 
fa y in Korea. The exchange of prisoners who were 


fillin g to be repatriated is complete, except for those 
&ill unaccounted for by the Communists. Now the 
0f riyd for * explanations" to prisoner* who have re- 


$Qsf*d to return home is under way. 
* 
^Never before have prisoners of war been so much 
rn asked whether they wanted to be repatriated. It 
lias always been assumed that they would want to 
return to their own countries. The absumption was 
mi ural and warranted, except in very .special circum­ 
stances. But the Korean War was not like the wars 
that justified This assumption—because the t ommu- 
ants forced men to fight against their will and 
against their convictions. 
These men, whether they surrendered or deserted 
to UN forces, aid not want to go back and the U. 8. 
high command would not agree to coercion. So the 
armistice provided that both side* could try to per­ 
suade men who once wore their uniforms to come 
home again. 
The explanation process promises to be a difficult 
one at best. IL could be dangerous if the thousands 
of prisoners turned over to the Korean Repatriation 
Commission by the UN should get out of hand. It I* 
easy to believe that Indian military authorities, whose 
troops police the operation, are nervous Many of the 
prisoners are resentful men. and India is not regarded 
as anti-Communist. 
The letter put in the hands of the prisoners by the 
commission showed a pro-Communist slant. The a tti­ 
tude it reflected was the opposite of neutral The 
antl-Red prisoners had a right to be incensed. 
Nevertheless, the explanation period has been 
agreed to and is now under way. 
Every American 
hopes that the 23 Americans, the sole Briton and the 
335 South Koreans who have refused repatriation will 
be persuaded to change their minds, and that the 
23.000 Chinese and North Koreans entrusted to the 
commission will not. 


Card Of Thanks 


It is natural that Americans should sometimes be 
irritated and bewildered by foreign criticism of the 
United States originating In countries which have 
been the beneficiaries of American aid. The United 
States does not, of course, expect to purchase good 
will, but a kind word, now and then, from foreign 
friends could help to improve international under­ 


standing. 
The American taxpayers would like to have tax 
relief, too. They do not regard with equanimity the 
spectacle of taxes beng reduced in countries that are 
beneficiaries of American aid while rates in 
this 
country are higher than during World War II. 
There have been no kind words from London or 
Paris. In the former capital denunciation of U. S. 
foreign policy, etc., seems to be growing In intensity. 
Hardly a word in criticism of Moscow is heard in the 
British capital these days. 
But a kind word came from Dr Khalifa Shuja-ud- 
Din, speaker of the Punjab Legislative Assembly, on 
a visit to W ashington The gift of American wheat last 
summer, said Dr. Khalifa, helped Pakistan through 
its food crisis. “Now we can direct our energies toward 
the future.'* he said. 
That is the ultimate object of all American aid— 
to enable the free countries to face the future with 
resolute confidence. In their ability to take care of 
themselves—not in the perpetuity of American aid— 
that is. 


Research In Wheat 


In addition to an intensive study of foreign 
markets for wheat, approximately 800.000.000 bushels 
of which will be stored in the United States by next 
July, that cercal Is being put under the microscope by 
scientists with the aim of discovering non-food uses. 
At a conference of the National Association of 
Wheat Growers in Peoria. Iii., where there is a labora­ 
tory just beginning to function, much was said about 
the possibilities of new channels being opened by 
wheat research. 
Dr. Betty Sullivan of Minneapolis 
said “the most important advance of all will come 
from discoveries of pure science where the researcher 
Is concerned only with finding what may appear to 
be remote facts or laws that can govern some pha.se 
of biological or other phenomena ” 
Dr Sullivan added that there is an amazing lack 
of knowledge of the structure of the wheat kernel. 
Virtually nothing Is known about gluten, the constitu­ 
ent which makes wheat unique, she said 
In war times gluten was used in the manufacture 
of alcohol, In this manner It m ight become the basis 
of a wide range of industrial products. High price of 
wheat seems to rule it out for industrial purposes at 
the moment. 
When 
American 
production outstrips 
demand, 
scientific research frequently takes over. 
Many a 
problem has been solved in that manner. Will wheat 
consumption norizons be expanded vastly in the near 
future in some such way? 


Meaningful Words 


While the honors accorded them came when both 
were prisoners of the Communists. William Oatis and 
Frank Noel received them in person at a meeting in 
New York. Both had spent long, dreary months in 
Communist bondage, to emerge, through the strange 
workings of fate, with their integrity unsullied and 
devotion to their profession a matter of pride to the 
newspaper world. Both had received flattering offers 
to turn their talents to the purposes of communism 
Both were on assignments for the Associated Press, 
Oatis in the cold war of Europe, Noel in the hot war 
of Korea.

This would seem to be little reward for what they 
endured, looking at it from a purely physical stand­ 
point. But no man can attain higher honor than to 
gain the love and respect of a great nation, which 
Oatis and Noel served in time of stress, “for courage, 
integrity and enterprise above and beyond the call 
pf duty." Those are meaningful words, seldom spoken 
in behalf of any man.

Overweight Must 
Be Motivated 


The obese have special reason to 
be grateful to the discoverers of 
penicillin and the other antibiotics. 
Before the advent of these rem ­ 
edies, pneumonia and other respir­ 
atory diseases took a 
high toll 
among the overweight. 
Although 
the wonder drugs have added years 
to the life expectancy of the corpu­ 
lent. however, they still do not 
have the sam e longevity as those 
of normal weight. 
Insurance stat­ 
isticians have just 
completed 
a 
new study that bears this out. The 
overweights are highly susceptible 
to degenerative diseases of 
the 
heart, arteries, and kidneys, which 
accounts for their excess mortality. 
The hazard also is greater when 
the stout develop gallstones, appen­ 
dicitis, or cirrhosis of the liver. 
The new study also revealed that 
when the portly person reduces 
his life expectancy is increased 
but not to the same extent 
as it 
would have if he had never been 
pudgy. In addition, statistics show 
that women tolerate obesity better 
than men do and in addition live 
a little longer <as do women of 
normal weight' but not as long a i 
their trim m er sisters. 


What 
motivates 
the obese 
to 
overeat? 
If we new the answer 
we might be able to solve the 
problem. Do they overeat because 
food is a source of pleasure or a 
substitute for an unsatisfied crav­ 
ing? In one instance the individual 
cannot resist temptation; 
in ^he 
other, the cause is psychological. 
But regardless of the origin, the 
remedy still lies in avoiding food. 
The modern physician realizes that 
finesse is needed as it takes more 
than a low caloric diet to do the 
trick. Some need pep talks; others 
must be shamed or scared into the 
need 
for slimming down. 
It 
is 
easier when the man or woman 
has a reason for wanting to lose 
weight, 
more 
so when 
another 
condition 
co-exists 
such as dia­ 
betes, heart trouble, or arthritis, 
He cannot be treated successfully 
so long 
as 
excess poundage 
is 
carried around. 
Any reason is 
better than none, including hub­ 
by’s 
frequent 
rem arks 
about 
Jane's slender figure. 


Those who want to reduce will 
benefit by keeping a dietary diary. 
This means jotting down, for a 
period of IO days, a record of 
everything they eat and drink, in­ 
cluding the cocktail before dinner 
and the midnight snack. Once this 
is 
completed 
it 
is easy to sit 
down with the physician and re­ 
view' the list of foods to discover 
the uncovered sources of calories 
that may be responsible for weight 
gain. 
A formal diet may be un- 
necesary because poundage will be 
lost 
by 
passing 
up 
the 
hidden 
calories.

Running For Congress And Voting For Congressmen Sometimes Neglected Duties; 


Congressman Sam McConnell Inspired To Run For Congress While In School

The first reason is that there 
now are more births.

among babies are much fewer — 
w'hile almost everyone is living 
longer, due to better food, shorter 
hours, saner habits, and improved 
medical care. 
Also the following 
statistics given me by the editor 
of MASS TRANSPORTATION are 
suggestive. 
Since 1940. which was only 13 
years ago, a 
new “ public” has 
come into being. Fourteen million 
old customers have died. 
More 
than 
17 million m arriages have 
taken place. 
More than 30 million 
babies have been born. More than 
one-third of all present families 
in the U. S. have been formed Of 
the more than 150 million people in 
the U. S. today. 63 per cent do not 
rem em ber World War I. Until this 
year, 52 per cent did not rem em ­ 
ber a Republican administration in 
the White House. 


Don't Br Fooled by Figures 


All the above now results in one 
baby being born every eight sec­ 
onds 
and 
someone 
dying 
every 
twenty-one 
seconds.

addition, 
one immigrant enters the U. S.

It is utterly foolish to talk about 
“ great future prosperity due to in­

WASHINGTON 
In the last few months, as has 
happened 
periodically 
since 
the 
war. there has been a rising under­ 
current of nervousness about the 
national economic future. 
It is 
therefore interesting that our Eu­ 
ropean allies have been officially 
assured 
that 
no 
really 
serious 
economic setback is expected by 
the 
Eisenhower 
administration. 
The 
Europeans 
have also 
been 
assured 
that 
the 
administration 
will take immediate and vigorous 
measures to deal with the threat 
of a depression, if such a threat 
develops. 
These assurances were conveyed 
to the Europeans by Dr. Gabriel 
Hauge, special economic adviser 
to President Eisenhower. 
The 
President sent Hauge to Europe to 
represent the United States at a 
recent meeting of the Organization 
for European Economic Coopera­ 
tion. Hauge soon discovered that 
the Europeans are a good deal 
more worried about the danger of 
an American depression than about 
the danger of Soviet aggression. 
This is natural enough. The Brit­ 
ish rem em ber all too vividly how 
a rather slight falloff in the Am­ 
erican 
economy 
in 
1949. 
which 
most Americans 
hardly 
noticed, 
came close to bankrupting Britain. 
The other Europeans are almost 
equally aw are of how disastrous an 
American depression would be to 
them. 
Thus Hauge found himself 
being treated as a sort of trans­ 
oceanic oracle. 
Hauge was endlessly bombarded 
by three questions, which were re­ 
peatedly asked him in one form or 
another. 
These questions were: 
Is there going to be a depression 
in the United States" 
Is administration economic pol­ 
icy increasing this danger? 
Valuable Answers 
If a depression threatens, what 
does the administration propose to 
do about it? 
In view of Range's position on 
the White House staff, what he had 
to say rn answer to these questions 
should interest Americans at least 
as much as the Europeans. Accord­ 
ing to reliable report. Hauge's an­ 
swers 
— 
necessarily 
.somewhat 
hedged about, as in the case of all 
economic oracles — may be listed 
about as follows: 
I. At some point before the end 
of 1954. there is likely to be some 
sort of "readjustm ent”-- for which 
read a downward dip in the econ­ 
omy. This m ay be accompanied by

An easier credit policy, centering 
around reduced interest rates, is 
the first line of defense. If Jhi* is 
not enough, the administration will 
fall back on the second line, incen­ 
tive tax and fiscal policies.

tremendous 
industrial

stimulated bv heavy tax write-off* 
in the defense ndustries is one of 
the most striking economic phe­ 
nomena of the last few years. Th# 
same technique, plus other tax In­ 
centives. can be used to stimulate

Finally, there is an enormous 
backlog of needed public works, 
built up over the hot aud cold war 
years, which can be undertaken lo 
underpin a sagging economy.

Hut if there is no other way th# 
pump will nevertheless be primed, 
If Hauge's answers accurately,

It is curious that Europeans and 
Asiatic* continue to talk about the 
change of attitude of the Russians, 
the new policy of Malenkov, the 
prospect of a more peaceful solu­ 
tion of the problems arising be­ 
tween the United States and Soviet 
Russia. 
Yesterday's disappointments are 
readily forgotten in the hopes of 
tomorrow. Actually nothing has oc­ 
curred since Stalin's death even to 
indicate a revolutionary change in 
the perspective of Soviet Russia in 
its relationship with other coun­ 
tries. There have been words, but 
no actions. There has been pro­ 
paganda, but no implementation. 


The Korean truer lives the 
impression of being a tremend­ 
ous Russian step toward peace, 
but the methods employed bv 
the Chinese and Korean (oui* 
munists, under Russian direr- 
tion. are the same old game of 
procrastination, delay and post­ 
ponement. The Russians know 
that the United States is obli­ 
gated to open the political con­ 
ference 
by 
October 
28. 
but 
Vishinsky 
continues 
to 
try 
every trick in his bag to con­ 
fuse the situation, to raise false 
issues, to arouse the hopes of 
small nations to play big parts, 
realizing that the United State* 
cannot and will not agree to 
any changes in the procedural 
arrangement already voted in 
the General .Assembly of the 
United Nations. Everything is 
done to delay. 


The war in Indo-China continues, 
and the Russians conduct an agi­ 
tation in France that it is the 
United States which insists that 
the war there continue. They are 
advertising it as an American war 
against an Asiatic people. Yet. it 
was the Kremlin that ordered that 
war against France. One would 
imagine, from the Russian state­ 
ments concerning the Indo-Chinese 
war, that that country had not 
been a French colonial area since 
1862 and continues to be to this 
day.

The fact is thai Soviet Russia is 
following a continuous perm anent 
policy of world conquest which is 
essential in the Marxist concept of 
One World—a world that is nation­ 
less. raceles , classless, centering 
in the Kremlin and governed by a 
Marxist elite. There can be no 
question that at long last those iii 
control of the American foreign 
policy, President Eisenhower and 
Secretary of State John 
Foster 
Dulles, have grasped the essential 
nature of the Marxist goal and 
they understand that a step back, 
for a moment, even for a good rea­ 
son, 
is 
a 
rest only 
to 
gather 
strength to make two steps for­ 
ward. if possible. Lenin made th# 
retreat a tactical method in the 
strategy of world conquest. It was 
for this reason that John Foster 
Dulles 
abandoned the 
“ Contain­ 
ment Policy” as inadequate and 
impractical. It is impossible to con­ 
tain a country determined upon a 
universal empire, short of war. 


Yet. nothing stands still. Th# 
abandonment of a policy, long 
held and implemented, by a 
series of actions, even involv­ 
ing limited wars, must be re­ 
placed by some other policy be­ 
cause the ehaiienge of events 
requires immediate responses. 
And such rhailenges are accel­ 
erated by the very existence of 
the I nited Nations, which af­ 
fords member and now even 
non-member states a forum U> 
state their cases and to attack, 
if they choose, their opponents 
and their betters. 


The Eisenhower administration 
is meeting these numerous chal­ 
lenges by taking a position that is 
more positive, more nationalistic, 
more coherent in the philosophic 
sense than this country has wit­ 
nessed in two decades. This atti­ 
tude has encountered considerable 
opposition in Europe*, as witness 
Clement 
Attlee's 
anti-American 
speech in the course of which he 
tried to convey the impression that 
the United States was the inter­ 
national trouble-maker. 
Yet, actually those nations with 
whom we have to do business are 
better off in their relations with 
the United States because they 
have a clearer idea of what Amer­ 
ican purposes and policies are. 
The role of Henry Cabot Lodge 
Jr., in the United Nations is a case 
in point. 
He speaks up and al­ 
though some of his European col­ 
leagues have ridiculed him for his 
lack of diplomacy, actually Lodge 
has presented his country as tough- 
minded, conciliatory but not com­ 
promising. clear as to intentions 
but willing to help the cause of 
peace. He represents a stronger 
position than his American prede­ 
cessors in the United Nations.
